Mrs. Anna Porter Harrison Sulser, 
widow of the late George W. Sulser, 
died at her home in Limestone street 
this morning at 9 o'ctocic after an 
Illness of only a few days. At 2 
o'clock Thursday afternoon she was 
stricken with apoplexy and never re- 
gained consciousness or suffered pain 
during the whole of her iUncas. 

Mrs. Sulser w. a born at Lynchburg, 
Va., on October 17th, 1840, the daugh- 
ter of Jeue Burton HarMson and 
Frances Brand. She was a most bril- 
liant woman and one o( the meet ar- 
dent supporters o( the Southern Con- 
federacy during the Civil atrl(e. Dur- 
this conflict she and her mother op- 
erated tho Confcderato Military Hos- 
pital Bt Oxford, Mh>s , and her brother, 
Burton .v. Harrison, was private sec- 
retary to Jefferson Davis the presi- 
dent of the Confederate States. 

Mrs. Sulser has been a resident of 
Maysvillo (or nearly fifty years. She 
was the organiser and one of the 
charter members of the Maysvillo 
Chapter Daughters of the Con(ederacy 
and a greatly beloved woman. She 
was a devoted Christian and loyal to 
the Presbyterian church, of which she 
was long a member.

Georgetown retains several land- 
marks with whic h tho name of the 
soldier and slateaman is Identified.
